Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 1.— The Douk- 
hobors camped at Brudenbury last night 
and continued their march Eastward to- 
lay. Some dozen or more stragglers 
have turned back home. Clothing and 
rubber shoes are strewn along the trail 
iu- 1 warn. 

It rained this morning, a heavy frost 
succeeded, and in their uuderclad and 
underfed condition the pilgrims have 
suffered acutely. One ot the pilgrims 
has beeouio wildly insane. He was not 
brought into Saltcoats yesterday, but 
kept on the south side of tho slough 
and guarded by two comrades. Two 
young men were so weak with exhaus- 
tion and fever that they had to be sup- 
ported on either side. A few of them 
talked as if the spirit might impel them 
to violence. 

Overseer Smith argued with them to- 
day for three-quarters of an hour uu- 
avuiliugly. They are begging for bread 
of all tho charitably disposed, but will 
accept no money. They are on an apos- 
tolic mission to evangelize tho world. 
They will take with them, they say, 
neither purse nor scrip, and Jesus will 
put into the hearts of those -who love 
dlini to feed them. They will shake 
from their feet the dust of all Tillages 
that will not help them for their work's 
sane. 

They are traveling very slowly, but 
at their present rate of progress will 
cross the boundary into 'Manitoba by 
noon tomorrow. 

An influential syndicate, the names 
of the members of which have not been 
divulged, have filed a notice that appli- 
cation will bo made to the Manitoba 
Legislature to incorporate a company 
to build an extensive railway system 
throughout the province. The lines, if 
built, will traverse the richest wheat 
country of the province. One line will 
run from Winnipeg to Emerson, another 
from Winnipeg to the mouth of the Win- 
nipeg river, a third line from Emerson 
northwesterly through Portage la Prairie 
to Lake Winnipegosis. A lino from Win- 
nipeg westerly to Brandon, and to tho 
western boundary of the province. 

It is also the intention to run a line 
from the neighborhood of Emerson to 
Crystal City, then to Lauder and west- 
ward to the Territories. From this last 
line branch lines will he run towards 
the international boundary. It is said 
that J. J. Hill, of the- Great Northern, 
is behind the project.

Four- 
iiler all the t!nii< has claimed Labelle did 
it all. Founder waa not nut on the stand 
in this bearing. Labelle contradicted him- 
self many time ou the stand, but was ser- 
ene and cool. 

The court room was packed throughout 
the trial, and Intense Interest was shown. 
The crowd was so great today that Judge 
Oralis ordered that hereafter admission to 
spectators be only by ticket. 

Founder laughed much of the time as 
Labelle testified, and said: "Forset noth- 
ing." »■

Japanese Steamer Yoshino Maru Lost — 
Crew Saved b.v Transport. 

According to mail advices from the 
Orh.-nt. the United States army trans- 
Jiort Crook, which arrived at Nagasaki 
on October 11. landed the crew of the 
Japanese steamer Yoshino Maru, which 
consisted of four Europeans, four Jap- 
anese and thirty-nine 'Chinese. They 
had been taken from the Yoshino Marn 
off the const of ' Kagoshima, where the 
Japanese -vessel was destroyed hy fire. 
The " '-''in Mnru. Capt, Brnndhridge, 
of Mojt, was hound from Shanghai to 
Kobe with a curro of cotton and bean 
cukes, nnd fire broke out in her fore 
hatch when in Van Pieman's strait, on 
October 1ft. the cause being believed to 
he spontaneous combustion. The fire 
spread from one end to the other of the 
hold quickly, a high wiml fanning the 
lire. The whole vessel was ablaze when 
the Crook sighted tlie steamer, and the 
Crook arrived just in the nick of time 
to save her crew, who were iiuickly 
taken off, and the Yoshino Maru was 
left drifting to the northeast in a sheet 
of flame.

and it will not be far behind that of the 
year be-fore, when 17,577 skins were 
taken by a tleet of US schooners. The 
fact that the Indians would not go to 
Behring sea this etlinmer, preferring to 
go fishing, caused about half the tieet 
to return to port, and but fourteen 
schooners went to Behring Sea. These 
schooners have taken about ti.LKKJ skins 
— the eleven whose cntches have been 
definitely learned by thu arrival of the 
schooners which have made port to 
date, having in all -1 ,4 5H skins, and fig- 
uring the catch of the three still to 
hear from on the basis of the average 
given the eleven which have reported, 
the catch will be nbout G,«RI skins, nn 
average of 4H8 skins per schooner.

One of the 
schooners, the llatzic, Cnjtt. Daley, wits 
lost with all on board. The Behring 
sea season has all resulted in the year- 
ly sacrifice of life, for one of the crew 
of the Annie E. Paint was drowned, and 
two Indians were lost from the schooner 
l'enelope. 

This year a number of Japanese 
schooners went into the Behring sci — 
as I hey did lust season— and Capt. 
Searle, of the schooner C. D. Uan.i, 
says thai nt one time he was lying near 
four Japanese vessels, whose crews 
were bombarding so much that he hid 
to shift, for his hunters found it diffi- 
cult to get seals with spears amidst the 
'gun-firing. The Japanese, not being a 
party to the modus vivendi, which for- 
bids the use of firearms in the Behring 
sen, use their arms, while the Victoria 
sealers must needs use their spears. Bast 
year 11 boat's crew from otic of the Jap- 
anese schooners which went into tile 
iHihring sea, was caught on one of the 
rookeries, which the men had gone 
ashore to raid, and the astute .laps rep- 
resented themselves as shipwrecked sea- 
men, ami were forwarded 'to Seattle hy 
the revenue cutter and thence to .Japan. 

Th C. I). Bund reported the little 
schooner South Head, which left here 
last winter for Copper Islands, nnd 
went thence to Behring sea. 'The South 
Bend was met 011 September U with a 
catch of -107 skins.

.Not merely is there tho direct benefit 
through the additional amount of labor 
employed in the towu, but. there is an 
indirect bone-fit through the resulting in- 
creased efficiency of a local Jinn by tho 
employment of skilled labor und addi- 
tions to plant necessary for such u work. 
Thus both tho labor and capital of the 
city are enriched und made more effi- 
cient to undertake other work by our 
liaviug such a contract filled at home. 
.For these reasons the city can well af- 
ford to give a decided preference to a 
local firm, if such a preference is neces- 
sary. We hope the City Council will 
not overlook this aspect of the question 
when the matter comes to be decided, 
-and keep in mind that our own industrial 
efficiency is of great importance to us 
as a city, and that it is worth something 
to be industrially independent of other 
cities and countries. 



be $30 a ton caved to 'Canada without 
his paying one cent more for his lead. 
This sum would be divided among the 
producer, the railway, the refiner, and 
so forth, just as now, but it would he 
{Canadians instead of foreigners who got 
the benefit. Furthermore, the indus- 
tries of refining and corroding and ot 
making pipe und shot would be begun in 
Canada, and the surplus which was ex- 
ported would bo exported in a more ad- 
vanced form, and for every advance in 
industry induced by protection so much 
more value in lead and labor would be 
saved to Canada. No one individual in 
the industrial chain would get the bene- 
fit, nor any one class at the expense of 
any other. But Canada, Canadian 
dustry, would save all that wealth aud 
get as much wore out of all the lead 
produced as is being received now. The 
other day we saw in the Times a criti- 
cism of some remarks of ours to the ef- 
fect that the export surplus determines 
the price of nil commodities, ndmittiu 
that this was true, but maintaining that 
it negatived the advantages of protec 
lion. The results of protection, we have 
enumerated, do not depend in any de- 
gree upon any chango of price through 
protection. The fact that tho export 
surplus determines the price would pre- 
vent protection to tho lead industry 
seeming tu have the evil effects often 
falsely attributed to it. But it would 
not interfere in the slightest with its re 
tabuing the full value of tho industry in 
'Canada, as opposed to the present coudi 
tiou uf affairs where wo are robbed of 
fully one-half of it.

Washington, October 20. 
'President Roosevelt is preparing to 
make some recommendations iu his com- 
ing annual message for legislation to 
protect the Alaska salmon fisheries, it 
being his belief that the present trea- 
sury regulations, which are based on ex- 
isting statutes, are not sufficient to en- 
sure the fisheries against serious deple- 
tion. The matter long ago received the 
serious attention of the treasury oili- 
cials, but the recommendations that 
have been made in annual reports of 
thi' secretary from year to year have 
not resulted in any adequate legislation. 
Preliminary reports that have come to 
the treasury and to the ilish commission 
this fall indicate that the catch of sal- 
mon 'this year was very large, and the 
need of measures to protect the fisheries 
from extermination is felt more serious- 
ly than ever.

NEW METHODS 

Some Difference Between Them 
in Ihe Profession of 
leaching. 



At tin- Wednesday meeting of the 
(Mothers' Club. Miss Russell, principal 
of the Si>riny ltidge school, rend the 
following paper on "Some differences 
be: ween the old and new methods of 
teaching; Why changed " : 

We hear a great deal of talk about 
the new methods of teaching as com- 
pared with the old. By carefully 
examining the question I think we will 
iind there is noL so much chnnge iu the 
actual methods as in the spirit and the 
motives of teaching, lly what are called 
"the old methods" a certain number of 
well-established facts were drilled into 
the child's mind. It was not considered 
whether or not these facts would bo o£ 
prni-tii-al benefit to him, or even if they 
t> ere understood; it was the school 
curriculum and must be followed. This 
imparting »f a certain kind of knowl- 
edge was t0« often considered an end, 
not merely a means to an end. The 
present Spirit of teaching aims at 
awakening the mind and supplying the 
power whereby the child may help him- 
self, lit was necessary that changes 
should ho made in the educational sys- 
tem. No #110 can deny that soma of 

• ur greatest thinkers and most highly 
educated men were instructed under the 
set rules of earlier days. Perhaps it 
was tho best system for those days, 
although we in thin generation do not 
think so. But the times have changed 
since then. The whole civilized world 
is advancing iu all lines, and the educa- 
tional system— the most important of all 
interests, most keep pace. The young 
man of this uge meets with keen com- 
petition in whatever he attempts, and 
unless lie is well equipped 1 he must see 
otliers preferred before him. 

The man who has never had his mind 
named td si'o something of the meau- 
ing of life— which is in reality the aim 

• it' nil true education— bus a hard 
struggle in tins present day; be cannot 
help himself upward us tho more cn- 
ligliteuod man can, because he is lack- 
ing in the means. He is also selfish, 
lieiierally he is not aware of Ins ignor- 
ance, and is satisfied with his own little 
pnth in life. lie is not anxious that the 
world should progress. Hi' says "what 
is good enough for his father is good 
enough for him." lie is not anxious 
that his children should be educated; 
In' thinks it will make them useless, 
give them notions they wotildl be better 
without. Ohl how such parents are 
wronging their children! We are living 
in an age of development. Knowledge 
is being rapidly increased. Compare the 
world as we know it to-day with what, 
it was i-ven twenty or thirty years ago. 
At the present rate <>! progress, what 
places are your children going to occupy 
when they 'are men and women, if they 
do not receive now the best education 
you can give them '! 

But education does not only mean tho 
knowledge derived from books. Indeed, 
by the newer methods, books are gradu- 
ally being put into the background, and 
Ihe eluld is trained to see and study 
things from his surroundings. I read, 
not long ago, of a school in Chicago 
where not a single text-book is used, 
except for reading and for the purpose 
of reference. In this school, which is 
of necessity a very large building, there 1 J t '.'•''!. 
are 100 children, under ten teachers. 
There are no desks and no attempt at 
keeping the quietness usually considered 
necessary in schools. The hum of busy 
life is there, Every child in the room. 
Is doing ami learning something. Une 
teacher has ten children in his care nt a 
tune. The room is filled with instru- 
ments of labor, the simpler forms con- 
structed by the boys themselves. ll»ey 
are taught not only how to handle tools, 
but how lo make them, and at the same 
.tlino the history Olid geography con- 
nected with the materials used. The 
girls are taught domestic science in the 
same way. While learning cooking,, 
sewing, etc., they arc taught all about 
tho materials usod. I have only men- 
tioned a few examples. These children* 
are being instructed in all sorts of use- 
ful knowledge. Some one asked the 
originator of the school how it would ho 
with those of his pupils who wished to 
take a college course. He replied that, 
be did not know, but he knew he was 
working along the right line, and he 
guessed the colleges would have to alter 
their systems to suit his. 

Knowledge is of no use to us until we 
tan make a practical application of it.. 
[How much precious time hns been lost, 
and nervous energy expended, in memor- 
izing long lists, of dates, the mimes of 
dead and gone kings in whom the child 
could have no interest whatever, and 
many other things learned only to be 
forgotten as soon ns possible. How 
different the result when this time is 
more profitably employed in learning i 
that which will elevate the mind ami i 
open the way into the wider, greater j 
world of knowledge. Stu-h glimpses 
into this larger, fuller life cannot end 
with the school days; the boy or girl 
must take his or her place in the world I 
with an awakened mind, ready to com- j 
pete with others, ami always reaching j 
forward and upward. Of course, the I vat 
three it's will rightly form the bulk of IU'> 
the studies in nil the school rooms of I I 
tho country; but they must be taught, one 
not as nil end, but as a means whereby yu 
the' (diild may help himself in the | am 
search for knowledge. We need to 
realize the fact that we have already 
commenced a reform iu our educational 
system, that we may be prepared to 



take our place in lino with the rest o£ 
the world. 

But now I will particularize some of 
the differences ia the methods as in-! 
plied to our own school. I will take up 
first the most important of the three 
It's— reading. Tho pupils do not com- 
mence with the alphabet; instead they, 
are taught the sounds of the letters, 
both singly and iu combination with 
other letters. Words which cannot be 
easily resolved into elementary sounds- 
arc taught whole, as "sight words." So 
instead of spelling his way laboriously 
through, a paragraph, he simply looks 
at the word, and if he does not know it 
at sight, names its component sounds, 
ami at once recognizes it. Spelling is 
merely the reverse of this. In reading 
ho unites the sounds to make the word, 
while in spelling he resolves the word 
into its sounds to get the parts of which 
it is made. The reasonableness of 
this method must be apparent to all 
minds. It carries out the principle or 
giving the child the power to help him- 
self. 

There has, perhaps, been n greater 
chnnge in the teaching of arithmetic; 
than iu any other subject. (By the' new 
methods the child learns arithmetic by 
meaus of objects, and operations per- 
formed with those objects. The general 
rule laid down for rational teaching is. 
"Lead from the known to the un- 
known." This rule is followed in the 
teaching of arithmetic to-dny. The child 
is asked actunlly to do little problems 
within his understanding, not on slate 
or paper, but with tho objects concerned. 
iFor example, he is taught the length of 
nn inch, then with paper and scissors no 
cuts inch pieces. He learns counting 
by degrees, each number as he is going 
to use it, and the combinations of eneh 
number are learned nt the same time. 
As he advances he practises measuring- 
measures his desk in inches and feet, 
measures the school walls, the black- 
boards, etc., learning the first four rules 
while he is doing so. He also learnn 
about liquid measures— finds out how 
many pints of water are needed to ij'.l 
the quart measure, and how many 
quarts to fill the gallon. He is taught 
the currency of his country by moans 
of paper coins. He learns something 
about the values of things, and the giv- 
ing of change. Ins arithmetical educa- 
tion during the junior and intermediate 
grndes is entirely practical. Of course, 
he has. before long, to learn the figures, 
but he sees that they are only a means 
of expressing on paper the work be has 

I u actually doing. They are no 

longer meaningless. While hu is in 
these lower grades no questions are 
given involving numbers he cannot com-

Till- subject of drawing is receiving 
much more attention hi our schools now 
than formerly. It develops certain 
qualities in the child that might other- 
wise lie dormant. It is well known 
that muscles which nru not used become 
soft and useless; so it is with the 
mind — unless it is aroused and used it 
becomes enfeebled and incapable of 
doing its best work. 1 (rawing, especi- 
ally from objects, necessitates a close

But by patience and perseverance 
we limy approach our ideals. Every- 
thing about the schoolroom should tend 
to elevate find reflne th? minds of its 
occupants. When wo recollect that 
about three-fourths of the child's life- 
time, at the most impressionable ngo 
(from to It!) is spent in school, we can 
seo the importance of this. The girls 
will some day hnvo the care of homes 
.of their own. If they have been 
accustomed to having their surround- 
ings neat and beautiful, will it not be 
impossible for them to develop into cure- 
less, untidy housekeepers V And our 
boys— do they- not require the purifying 
hrllucnco of refined surroundings quite 
is much us our girls '.' People's minds 
are inelfuceably impressed by the coiw 
ditions to which they have been accus- 
tomed in early life. How necessary, 
then, thin our schools should be just an 
beautiful and artistic us wc can mako 
them. 

The children of to-day have also other 
advantages their parents did not. The 
hoys have their manual school, and I, 
think the day is not fur distant when 
tllero will be cooking and sewing classes 
fur the girls. In the manual school the 
hoys are taught to use their bauds in- 
telligently. Tho work is intended for 
development of the mind, no: for the 
actual articles made.

News bus been received here from 
the Orient that the Boxers are still raid- 
ing villages in the vicinity of CUcngtu, 
the capita] i. ( the province of Szechuau. 
The correspondent of the North China 
Daily News in that city states that the 
insurgents are secretly making prepara- 
tions for an extended campaign at l lie 
dose of the h irvest season, when there 
is to be a united rising of Boxers. 
<Jheiigtll is to be raided first, and then 
the smaller towns. The .same corres- 
pondent states that the captain of the 
'French gunboat Olry arrived in a 
launch 160 li below Cliengtu, and, hav- 
ing pressing news fur his fellow country- 
men, his force made a hurried march 
overland. lie found the state of affairs 
so serious throughout the district trnv- 
relt that an attack on 
imminent. A messenger 
lespatehed to the captain 
gunboat at- Kiahing, 1150 
he river, unking that pre- 
inilde for a relief party 
to start for Cliengtu in case of trouble. 
The l'.ritish captain wrote out a detailed 
plan, that he and a detachment of troops 
would start, with a Held gun, should the 
summons come. Rockets were to be 
used to announce the arrival of the re- 
lief party, while the besieged were to 
direct the parly by the same means. On 
the receipt of the letter the French 
commander called a conference of mis- 
sionaries and foreigners to lay plans 
in case of attack. Anarchy prevails 
throughout Cliengtu. The Chinese offi- 
cials are greatly alarmed and guards 
have been increased. There is a large 
arsenal at 'Ohetlgtu, which is now busier 
than ever turning out munitions of war. 
The arsenal lias European machinery, 
and is operated by Kukinese, trained by 
the French at Foochow arsenal. 

■Another missionary murder has occur- 
red in China — the victim on (his occa- 
sion being a Mohammedan priest, who 
■with bis coolie, was burned to death, 
mar Ilsinganllsien, near Kenilin, the 
capital of Kuangsi province. The trag- 
edy was the result of rumors having 
beeu spread that the priest had poisoned 
wells. Doing senrrhnd s«mo phials ef 
medicine were found on him, and the 
moll, winch gathered, procured kerosene 
anil firewood, and burnt both priest and 
his follower to death. 

Amoy bus been swept by lire. The loss 
in the Jiritish concession amounts to 
SjKlOO.OOO, anil the loss in the native 
<Mty to ^ivo millions. Several Europeans 
and a number of natives were burnt to 
death or killed by falling walls. The 
aire started on October 3rd in a baker' 
shop and soon the native portion of 
the business section of the port had been 
wi|>ed out. The lire spread to the (Brit-

Mrs. Anna 
Stadthagen'a essay, "Positiveuess ns a 
Means to Success," wns nlso tycll treat- 
ed, its was Thomas Le Messurier'a joa- 
per on "-Wealth," which held that health 
and intelligence are wealth as well as 
finances. Miss G. L. Davie read n pa- 
per on "Falling Leaves," concluding 
with an original poem. G. VT. Skin- 
ner took for her subject "All Is Health," 
reasoning that a person can be in per- 
fect health if they -wish. Miss Minnie 
Dobie's subject was "Music." This 
young lady dealt ably with the subject 
for one so young.

Science. Miss L. C. Noble dealt with 
the theme of "Individuality." A. N.

and dashed off a howling savage, stark 
to himself a dozen wives, 
1-hunting.

Xot many years ago nn Englishman 
got among the Australian savages aniT 
settled down to their mode of life. This 
was not that impostor, Rougemont. Tile 
anthropologists at last got hold of him, 
anil honed to obtain much information 
out of him, lint were disappointed. His 
mind hair sunk to the level of the sav- 
age, he had observed nothing, could dis- 
cover nothing — liis one ambition was to 
he away from civilization and return to 
savneery, "Wo have road at intervals 
in the daily- papers of a woman living 
in one of the Western Isles by the sea- 
shore, with almost no shelter over Iter. 

Ot the present time there is n fAInn of 
the Woods in .Franco. His name is 
Antoine TTedin. TTc was horn in 3840 
; 'i the villave of Mnirg. near lAndnn-le- 
Roman, in Lorraine, not far from Motz. 
n"_d lives us did our primitive parents. 
His f.nthor was n small farmer, and as 
the' liny showed plenty of intelligence, 
it was resolved to plno'o him ir\ a semin- 
ary as a preparation for the priesthood. 
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A great deal has been made of the 
doctrine of evolution, which is supposed 
to explain the development of races of 
""•n ami beasts, and birds ami plants,

ary hue, of which sufficient cognizance 
has not been taken, and that is the law 
of reversion. Cert a inly cultivated plants 
and fruit, unless subjected to high press- 
ure gardening, will relapse in course of 
a short time to their primitive condi- 
tions, it is the same with domestic.

And there 
have been many instaners of their ranks 
being recruit ed from those of m higher 
type in culture, who have deliberately 
gone down a step to livs a more primi- 
tive lire under the tent and in the hedge 

side.

'plankton' could support no fish 
more than a dry desert of sand could 
support herds of cattle. The plankton of 
the ocean is the grass of the great mil'- 
ine moadoyv, the fundamental source ol 
tlie food of nil the greater organisms. 
AVhen a great cloud of microscopic or- 
ganisms llont through any pari of the 
ocean, it is followed bv a shoal of larger 
animals, say, the squid. And tlie squid 
in turn is followed by shoals of the fish 
-which feed upon I hem. The laws of the 
migrations of the microscopic hordes 
must le' determined before we can ,■ ^ 
diet tlie migrations ..I' the lisb which are 
dependent upon them. 

Then we ,ln inn know for certain the 
life history of many fish. We know 
some of their habits hut ii"l all. There 
are some who yet doubt jf we know 
Where the eel deposits its eggs. Evi- 
dence has le'i-n found which indi'-ales 
that they liuve a very difTercnl habit 
from, say, onr salmon, which come up 
into the fresh water lo spawn. The eel 
is now supposed to go down into the 
deep sea for that purpose. And so 
forth. Fads are continually being dis- 
covered which no one would expect from 
the other facts known. 

But Ihe work of two summers cannot 
nl. all make complete our knowledge of 
the plankton lo our Coast. The work 
must go on for many years and in many 
places. 

Oilier workers were engaged some- 
what as follows during' my nine of ob- 
servation. !>'■. Stnfforn of the univer- 
sity of Met Jill. Mr. Eraser and Mr. 
Cornish of Toronto university. Mr. €. 
di. Bobinson of Pictou 'Academy repre- 
senting Dalliousie college, unfl Mr. An- 
derson of Mt. Allison, were constantly 
in rotation or together, making excur- 
sions »ea\vnrd, dredging material from 
the bottom as '.veil us securing a speci- 
men of tlie plankton for tlie day's work. 
The fishing steamer Active, which usual- 
ly left the wharf from :i to 5 o'clock 
in the morning to take up tlie traps and 
trawls set miles away, very often had 
a representative on board to capture all 
tlie interesting lisli brought up, the sea> 
weeds, and other curious tilings, a 
stormy day from four in tlie morning 
to four in tlie evening is a rather severe 
experience even for a fisherman. They 
have very often been specially distress- 
ing to the landsmen from the tipper 
provinces, although home of them have 
now more experience than our own 
maritime men. 

Tlio gills of these fisli coming fresh 
out of tlie water were searched for 
parasites. And numerous forms of such 
have been found. iFisli are cut open 
and parasitic worms are picked up from 
various parts of their bodies. 

Dr. Stafford lias been doing much 
new work in this department. Already 
he has published descriptions of para- 
sites new to science in tlie German and 
USughsh scientific publications. But while 
the form of some of these are known, 
for instance, and the -fish which they 
Jiunek and the manner in which the'v 
attack; their life history cannot be saiil 
to be known.

Little Known Portion of the Province Capable of Great Developments.

Those who rend Butler's "Great Lone 
liand" when that delightful book of 
travel first muue Us appearance some 
oO years ago. will recall the howling 
wilderness of snow and ico which 
Manitoba, the Northwest Territories 
and the Peace river districts presented 
as depicted in the pages of the work 
referred to. General Buller made his 
transcontinental trip from Fort Garry 
to (British Columbia in the depth of 
winter and lew readers who fo'lowed 
the enterprising traveler in the account 
of his adventures on that memorable 
trip would form any idea of the ultimate, 
possibilities of that portion of the 
North American continent in the way 
ill' becoming the granary of the world. 
iGoiitiast fur a moment General (Butler's 
picture of tho prairies 30 years ago, in 
all their mid-winter desolation in the 
grip of the frosi king with the picture 
[.uwiiii'd by these same lands today 
with their millions on millions of bush- 
els of wheat taxing to the utmost tho 
capacity of two immense railway sys- 
tems to transport the golden harvest 
to the sea, and one can appreciate how 
erroneous tirst impressions of a country 
may be. 

Manitoba and the Northwest have 
been redeemed, as it were, from the 
false position in which they were placed 
by early writers, but although it is now 
<iver 30 years since General Xtutler made 
his historical trip over the prairies, anil 
up the Peace river into this province 

Jittle re is known of "our glorious 

heritage" in the valley of that stream, 
and its tributaries, than was the case 
in 1870. True, those Western explorers 
the prospector and the trapper have 
gone over the ground, and the outposts 
..i civilization have been pushed well 
forward towards that terra incognito, 
still nothing in the way of permanent 
settlement, may be said to be made 
nearer than those of the old mining 
centres of Cariboo, Of late years ex- 
tensive developments have been made 
by hydraulic- mining companies in the 
©iniueea district, hut these operations 
are only carried mi by means of annual 
incursions into the district, and little 
or ao permanent settlement has taken 
place. That there are vast tracts of 
land lit for cultivation in the Peace 
river district, is certain, and the sub- 
joiued report of a government official 
who last year made an exploratory trip 
to that northern portion of tin' province 
will he read with interest. As to the 
raising of crolis in the district under 
review, it is well to remember the ex- 
hibition made in this city some time 
ago of vegetables., etc. grown at Daw- 
son City, which is hundreds of miles 
further north. The following is Mr.

Sir: I have the honor to submit th a 
following report of my visit to the Pence 
river during the past, summer, pursuant 
to instructions received from the late 
(Minister of .Mines. 

1 left Manson Creek on the 20tii July, 
going by way of Stuart lake and Port 
iMcLeod, accompanied by Mr. Gavin 
Hamilton, who was also going to the 
tPeace river in the capacity of census 
enumerator. 

1 chose this route, as I found it im- 
possible to secure any Indians willing to 
go into the .Peace Hivcr country from 
llazelton or Babine. The reason of this 
■was the existence of a feud between the 
former and the Siccanees or Stick Li- 



on account of heavy rains, and reached 
•Pore St. James, a Hudson Bay post at 
the south end of Stuart lake, on July 
20th. 

1 remained, two days at Fort St. 
James, and secured two Indians for tho 
trili to Fort McLeod. Our party was 
joined here by Mr. Fox, 11. B. C. agon*, 
at Port Gruhunie, Pindlay river, who 
was returning to his post after his an- 
| nuul trip to tit. James. 

From St. James to Port McLeod the 
country is almost level, well timbered 
I with pine, spruce and poplar, and dotted 
I with innumerable beautiful lakes. The 
soil for oil miles east of Fort St. .lames 
I is very fertile, pea-vine and wild timothy 
| growing to a height of four feet in many 
places. The trail, although grown up 
with young pines and willows, is a good 
one, and there is a line hard bottom for 
nearly the whole distance. This trail 
is only used by the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany for transporting supplies from Fort 
St. James to their outlying posts. A few 
years ago a number of prospecors used it 
to reach the Peace river, but none have 
passed over it for the last three or four 
years. 

The second day out from St. James 
we passed Lac-a-.Loug and crossed the 
river of the same name. I fished at the 
ford here, sitting on my horse, an i 
caught half a dozen -tine trout in less 
than "JO minutes. My men told mo they 
had heard of some lino falls in the river 
some distance below, so I tied my horse 
and walked to them, securing three pho- 
tographs. 1 was well re-paid for my 
.scramble through the bush, as the fails 
are perhaps the most boauhifh! I have 
ever Keen. They are about. SO feet in 
height and some CO in width, and the 
Hudson's Hay officials say I am the only 
white man not in that service who has 
ever visited them. 1 caught up with my 
party at Iroquois river, the scene of an 
Indian massacre some time in the (ill's. 

We reached Port .Mel d on priday, 

August 2nd, in time for dinner. 

After dinner 1 arranged the hire of a 
canoe for myself and party. 'Mr Hamil- 
ton being already provided for, and took 
some views of the 11. B post and also of 
the lake. 

Take McLeod is about Hi Uli'e? Ion :, 
but narrow, and the shore line is broken 
by a number of bays, some of which run 
back for a couple of miles. 

| After purchasing sulllcieiit provisions 
to last the party to port St. Joan, I left 
McLeod the next morning in a cranky 
'•dugout." The lake at this point eunp- 

' ties into the Pack river, which we de- 
scended and entered the Parsnip about 
p. m. The Pack is a small swift 

'stream, in some places almost blocked 

I with driftwood. 

I The Parsnip is a fine river, about 200 
, feet wide, the water being clear but of 
| a grayish green color. Pish are wonder- 
I fully 'plentiful for its whole length, ling, 
char, trout i rainbow, brook and At 
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being caught wherever a My is 
river, when in Itood, evidently risen \~er~J 
high, as the banks are caving in and 
driftwood is piled all along, in some 
places to the height of 25 to 130 feet. 
The hanks are for the most part loam 
and vegetable matter, yet, on the bars, 
wherever 1 panned, I got a large quan- 
tity of black sand thickly studded with 
particles of line gold. The timber isl 
principally cottonwood and .poplar along 
the river hanks, but spruce predominates 
on the hills. 

My men shot two deer, which gave us 
u line change from bacon and iisii. We 
also shut a black bear, but hi' managed 
to reach the brush, where we k>-t him. J 




to Fort St. Johnj. While my own and 
Mr. (Hamilton's men were thus em- 
ployed, I made camp and cooked sup- 
per, and by 9:30 p. in. we had our raft, 
oars and everything completed. The 
raft was 20 feet long and feet wide. 
At this point 1 may mention that the 
mosquitoes and black Hies were the 
worst I have ever experienced, although 
1 have spent the greater portion of 20 
years in tho bush and on the prairies. 

The next morning, August 7th, at 7 
o'clock, we commenced our journey on 
the raft. As the wind was blowing 
down river, we hoisted a sail made out 
of a pair <d' blankets, which sent us 
along at a good rate— in fact, sometimes 
threatened to run us under Witter. 
Just below where we camped, or about 
4V_. miles below the canyon, there is a 
large Hat on the north side of the river. 
This runs for about 2 1 ,,.. miles and ex- 
vends about a mile back to the foothills, 
which are covered with bunch-grass. 
Judging from the banks and the height 
of the pea-vine and grass, the land is 
of the iirst-class. A few scattered trees 
grow here and there, just sufficient to 
make it picturesque. Below this the 
river is divided by two rocky islands, 
which rise perpendicularly to the height 
of 70 feet or so, and are covered on top 
with a dense growth of spruce. These 
islands are formed of beds of sand- 
stone lying horizontally, the bottom ones 
being about four feet thick and de- 
creasing in size until at the top they 
are not over half an inch thick. This 
sandstone is very fine-grained, and from 
samples brought down 1 (find it is very 
sail able for the manufacture of grind- 
stones. On the rest of the route to St. 
John the river generally has sloping 
banks, with cliffs here and there com- 
posed of a dark blue slate, mixed with 

Wo arrived at Port St. John at 0:15 
o'clock that evening, where I found that 
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the district should embrace, among hU 
other duties, that of dispensing physi- 
cian. These Indians, however, unlike 
the Siwasb.es at the coast, seemed most 
grateful for what I did lor them, and of- 
fered me meal and fish, which I lefus d. 
I was, however, compelled to accept a 
pair of moccasins. 

The view from the confluence of the 
Parsnip and Fimllay rivers is very beau- 
tiful. Away to the west can be seen the 
high, pointed peaks of the Omineca 
range, while to the east the Rocky 
mountains give one the impression that 
it is impossible for the Peace river to 

force its way through them. I king 

down the 'Parsnip river when about five I 
miles from its mouth, I imagined its| 
junction with tho Piudlny was a consid-| 
c ruble distance away, but 1 soon found, I 
that ! had nlsa been looking up the val-j 
ley of tin' latter, whose course, as ,t ap- 
proaches the f'nrsiilj), is in directly a 
straight line with it. 

last two mentioned rivers joining 
the Peace. At the lime of my 
visit the Parsnip was very low, while 
the Pimlliiy was in Hood. Prom the In- 
dian.-. I found the reason for this was 
that, in the north, n,p to a week or ten 
days before, the weather had been cold, 
but warm rains had set in causing the 
Pindlay to be high at that time. At the 
junction, islands had been formed of 
driftwood and wash, brought down year 
after year, and below the islands the 
river is anything bat safe for navigating 
a canoe, as from the feet of these to the 
Pindlay rapids it is one succession of tre- 
mendous svnis. requiring tint a c ill, 
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and followed a trail for a disianep of 'J 1 -, 
or three miles up the mountain, where I 
found indications of prospecting having 

1h en carried on. Thes -curred in three 

places. Open ruts had been made in each 
instance, crosscutting the ledges, which 
are oom|>o.sed of a white quurtzite. In 
ail :htee | la< es about lo feet in width. 
Samples of this quartz, together with 
others gathered on my trip, I brought 
back xiith me ami have handed to Mr. 
Robertson, provincial mineralogist. 

At Mount Selwyn a good house had 
been built, ami a large quantity of tools 
of all kinds shipped in, together with 
provisions, hut the place seems to have 
been deserted at a moment's notice, 
livery thing was scattered about in the 
greatest confusion, and 1 thought at 
(irsl that some one had broken in after 
I ho miners left. However, when I 
reached the workings, higher up, I 
found drills, crowbars, picks and shovels 
dropped about anywhere.' A good bel- 
lows, anvil and a lot of other black- 
smith's tools were in place beside one of 
the crosscuts, without any covering over 
them, ami boxes of powder, caps and 
fuses were lying under a tree near by. 
I'lie latter were all ruined by exposure 
!,, the weather. 

Near the bank of the river is a cache 
built on poles, containing provisions and 
tools of all sorts, but these also have 
been spoiled by rust ami mildew. I 
could 'find no posts or inscriptions, so 
am unable to say which of the claims 
located at 'Mount Selwyn I visited. 
These workings are -the only ones I 
found, either on my way down or on 
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ri\ el' widens out , and I lie banks are 
generally low for a short distance, until 
the huso of the mountains is reached. 

We struck camp the next dav at 7 :.'!(» 
ii. m.. and readied the Peace River Can- 
yon about noon. Although the wind 
was down s'reani, we could hear the 

r of waters fully half u mile before 

coming in sight of the gap. < aiming 
down tin' river we swung round a point 
When the whole stream suddenly seemeci 
to disappear. It was not until we had 
passed a small sandbar and 1 saw the 
opening running into th,- south bank 
that 1 eould tell where the outlet was. 
The river above the canyon is fully half 
a mile wile, and in places a mile, but 
at the canyon it suddenly narrows to 
some 2ti<> feel while passing through 
'he chasm. The rocks on each side of 
I'ne canyon are water-worn to such an 
extiut thai 'n some places they over- 
hang 211 or ;i(J feet. 

A: the month of the canyon there 
were piles of driftwood on the rocks. 
(Ml feel above the level of the water at 
Mi" lime o: my visit, showing to what a 
tremendous height it must "hack up" 
during the time of flood. I took quite 
a number of photographs, both nt the 
entrance to the canyon and as far as I 
could go along the rocks. 

After having lunch, we pulled our 
canoe mit of the water and hid it. in 
the brush about 20 feet above the level 
"I the river, covering it over with 
bouirhs. We also made a cache of 
| everything we could do without, as wo 
I had a portage of lo miles round tho 
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at o'clock we left the head of the can- 
yon and reached the mouth of the Par- 
snip live days later. Here I parted 
company with Mr. Hamilton, win pro- 
cured another canoe and went up tho 
Pindlay river to Port Grahame. while 
ii continued my way up the Parsnip. ' 
Once in the Parsnip wo made better 
time, as poling was much better and 
we had more tracking. Here again we 
caught all the fish we could cat, so wo 
were well off for provisions. 

Four days and a half after leaving 
the mouth of the Parsnip we reached 
Port McJ.eod. where 1 found my pony, 
which had fattened up very much dur- 
ing the 20 days [ had left her there. 
f\Ve stopped at the post, and I bought 
provisions to take us back to St. James. 

i'lie next morning at il we were once 
more on the trail, and made IS miles 
that day, going into camp a! 0:1.1 p.m. 
Starting again at a.m., we traveled 
until Oioll p. in., with- one hour's rest 
lor lunch, and reached Salmon river, 
where we camped for the night. This 
river is about 50 feet wide, and empties 
into the Praser -10 miles above Fort St. 
Ceorge. ( , 

homing early the next day, wo 
reached Port St. James at G:30 p. in., 
where wo took a day's rest. While 
there I wrote some letters, as there was 
a chance of sending them out, and on 
i ne :isih started for IManson with one 
man and a pack-horse. While on my 
way back I examined the work being 
done on the Mauson-Qucsne] trail, and 
found that, under Foreman Steele ex- 
ceptionally good value had been ob- 
tain! ' for tho money expended. ! re- 
turned to Manson on the evening of 
Small the 1st 'September, having been 
I gone _ : weeks and one day.

1 stuff and some dried moose 
meal, which he was keeping to feed bis 
dogs. 1 bought half a dozen cans of 
beef, and at length prevailed upon him 
to part with a little id' the dried moose 

meat. While here 1 leaf 1 that there 

wen 12 or 1.1 men bunting and pros- 
pecting on the ■South Pine river, about 
200 miles from SI. John, and also that 
they had reported finding some very 
rich copper on'. These nu n came into 
the province by way of Edmonton, and 
have not taken out any free miners' 
certificates. 

Port St. John is now situate on the 
south bank of the river, having been 
moved across from the opposite side 
some years ago. The post is built on a 
level bench about 2d feet above the 
river, and consists of a dwelling house 
and store. The situation is a very 
pretty one, the soil good, and if taste 
were displayed the surroundings could 
bo made extremely pleasant. Grain 
and ro-ts of all kinds grow well and 
ripen' here. The hills on both sides of 
the river are grass-covered, but bare of 
trees. Quite a number of Indians were 
el the post awaiting the return of 'Mr. 
Bcdson. 

Owing to Mr. Bedson's nbsence, I 
could not obtain any information regard- 
ing mining matters, as the man in 
charge knew nothing about them. 
There being no provisions available, I 
decided lo commence the return trip as 
soon as possible. 

The next morning, after a great deal 
of persuasion, I managed to get a canoe 
for myself and men, and made a start 
at -1 p. m. The canoes we had coming 
down were bud enough, but the- one 
obtained at St. John was worse. How- 
ever, we got up to the mouth of Mo- 
berly river, opposite which we camped 
for the night. It took three and a half

Ou Sunday, August 4th, I got my Jirst 
view of the ltockics and took some pho- 
tos. Plies of every description had been 
very had since leaving McLeod. 
The timber on this portion of the 
liver is smaller than higher up, and 
'banks of gravel appear on both shies, 

At :!::!() p. 111. we passed the mouth of 
Nation river, a1 which point it is not 
nearly as wide as at the crossing of the 
iManson-QucsncI trail, some Uo miles 
further up • 1 ream. 

The next day. 'Monday, August fith, 
we reached the continence of the Par- 
snip nud Pindlay rivers, the headwaters 
of tin Pence river proper. Por the 'last 
■J.?, miles the Pursuit) is very crooked and 
along both banks for this distance tre- 
mendous landslides are met with, which 
have brought down rocks and trees and 
piled them 011 either sole. 

At the mouth of the Parsnip T was 
'i -li'-' bv some Indians on shore. Uipon 
my l/itiding they told me that some or 
their party were very ill and begged for 
some medicine. After diagnosing their 
eases as well as I could, I gave thorn I 
some medicines from the chest which l| 
have always been obliged to carry with 
Die while travelling in the Omiuca 
country, a-.< both the whites n:ol Indians 
appear to think the : Governmeni Agent of

such as I had, should be carefully hand- 
led. 

The Findlay rapids, which we ran, oc- 
cur about three-quarters of a mile from 
the junction of the two rivers above 
, mentioned. They are about 220 yards 11 
length, the river being over 11 quarter of 
a mile wide, while large masses 0? rock 
are scattered over its bed. Out in tho 
centre it would be impossible for nnyi 
boat to run the rapids without be'ngi 
swamped, but by hugging the south! 
shore very closely and swinging sharply j 
into n small bay at tho foot we got ; 
through safely, taking in very little \va-| 
tor. At the foot of these mob's is a tre-l 
mentions whirlpool, about 300 yards in] 
diameter, which has to be avoided by 
keeping close in shore. After passing the 
rapids Che river widens out eonsiderah'y 
and the current settles down to a rate 01' 
about 4 inihs an hour. 'I camped for 111.* 1 
night about 7 miles below the rapids, but | 
to this point saw uo signs of cabins 
along the banks or other indications: 
either of the presence of men or of min-l 
iug having been curried. * 

At 7 a. in. the next day. August (Jth, < 
(we again starled down tho river, and j 
shortly after leaving camp I found n 
cache' on the south bank. just, at the I 
foot of Mount Selwyn. I landed heiev 
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the return trip, all bough I followed the 
south shore going and came hack alms 
the north. 

The Uocky mountniiis proper begin 
just below Mount Selwyn, and are well 
l'litned, as from their base :it the river 
to their suiiiiitils they are bare 01' trees, 
n luanv instiinees not oven showing 
signs of grass or ferns. The summits 
a,, p"ar lo be HJltK) or (i.000 feet high. 

The current a' this point runs al the 
rate of about live miles an hour. Below 
P'c Parle Pus (Don't speak) rapids the 
river takes a sharp turn to the smirk 
for a couple of miles, yyfien the appear- 
ance of tiie ciiiitry changes entirely. 
Although very steep, the mountains 
si em covored with grasses to their sinn- 
mits. The Parle Pris rapids are 
formed 1 y .-i sudden dron in Hie bed of 
ilc river of some 10 or 12 feet, and. I 
believe, at high water are almost 
"drowned out," At low water the 
rapids can be run by keeping close m 
to the north shore, to which the current 
sets very strongly, accompanied by large 
waves. We lightened out ennoe at the 
head of these rapids, and I walked down 
to the toot, awaiting its arrival. The 
men got through safely, lull were wnsirM 
li'.rfh and dry 0:1 the beach by a wave 
v,'.. icli caught them when "bout half 
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canyon to Hudson's Hope. At that 
point we Imped to get another canoe 
with which to continue our journey to 
Port St. John, some Co miles below the 
. , i- it snd of the canyon. 

We started across about 3:30 p. 111., 
glad lo be on tho move, as the niostilli- 
UK-s and black Hies were something 
awful. We camped for the night near 
I he only water to be found on the port- 
age, a small creek about half-way 
across. The next morning we left camp 
tit 7 o'clock, and in two hours ami a 
half reached Hudson's Hope, only to 
ilind it. abandoned. The trail from the 
camp to Hudson's Hope wns tramped 
('.own by bear and moose, some of the 
tracks showing quite fresh, but we did 
lyrt meet any of the anihiuls. 

Tiioie being no chance of obtaining a. 
canoe, as expected, at Hudson's Hope, 
w> followed the bank of the river. 
The banks here rise steeply to a height 
or" l."iu feet, when limy form a terrace 
wooded wilh pine timber. Open spots 
of prairie here and there give the coun- 
try a beautiful park-like appearance. 

About SVj miles down the river we 
round dry standing timber, so .1 imme- 
diately set the men to work cutting 
down trees, preparatory to making a 
rait upoii which to continue our journey 



days' bard ixiling and tracking to reach 
Hudson's Hope from St. John, as, while 
the Peace is a beautiful river for de- 
scending, it is a hard one to travel up. 
There are very f"w eddies to help, and 
is bail, the bottom being covered 
large boulders. Owing to the 
and swiftness of tho river we 
1 keep lo one side, which made it 
able to keep away from the bad 
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and log jams, which in some 
■ stances were very dangerous. The 
water in the river had risen some two , 
feet since we came down. 
I We reached Hudson's Hope about 
noon and bad lunch, consisting of the 
last of the dried moose meat and a 
duck, which we hud shot that morning, 
boiled. Our tea and sugar had run out 
two days before. After lunch we start- 
ed for our cache at the head of the 
icanyon, 15 miles away, reaeliing it at8 
p. 111., after a very hot afternoon's walk, i 
The cache was found in good order, j 
but Olr. 'Hamilton, not having thought 
it wns necessary to cover his ennoe, ! 
I found it split from end to end. Mine, 
' however, was in good order. Luckily, 
my canoe was larger than necessary, so 
he it lid his men were able to come with 1 
me to the mouth of the Parsnip. The
